But to the south beyond the rail- 
way yards is the area of thousands ot

cottages owned by laborers and con_ 
taming their all, submerged to the 
eaves.

The business portion of the city and 
the district containing the better res- 
idences is still intact. 
Broadway di- 


vides the city and its fifteen foot em- 
bankment at present protects the re- 
mainder of the city but even through 
this the water is working its way. 


Along the river front to the west 
a levee of sand bags from two to six 
feet high, two miles long, keeps the 
river out. 


Last night was the most terrifying 


In the history of East St. Louis since 
the tornado of 1806. The Illinois Cen- 


tral embankment gave way, about 
midnight and from that time on the 
water rushed in. 
People abandoned 
their homes in the threatened locality 
and frantic efforts were made to save 
those caught by the flood. There are 
grave fears that many did not escape. 
It is known to a certainty that eleven 
were drowned.

These names 
arp supplied every two years by the 
supervisors, each one of which is sup- 
posed to furnish a list of about twen- 
ty-five nor cent of the legal voters of 
his township, or district. 


AVhen the circuit judge orders 
a 


special venire of 100 men the circuit 
olei-k or one of his deputies appears 
before the county judge.

box of names is produced and the cir-

The places where this will 
occur arc at thp mters».cUon of Mor- 
gan and William; at the intersection 
of William and AVater and again at 
the intersection of West

and Union streets. 


In each instance about three feet 


will bo chopped off of the corner of 
the walk and pedestrians will be on 
of, harm's way when they arc wei 
away fi om the curb.
